Some realization of the (burden 
placed by war on the shoulders of the 
nation for purposes other tha actual 
prosecution of war and the mainten- 
lance of active forces is provided by 
a study of the recently published sur- 
vey) of the activities of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society during the period 
of 1914-1919. 

Organizing swiftly for the care of 
sick and wounded among the forces, 
the Red Cross soon found itself un- 
dertakirg duties not anticipated at 
first, and extending its influence in 
other spheres which still fell within 
the jurisdiction of its objects. Among 
these jobs were the establishment of 
an information bureau, centred in 
London, which effected contact with 
every wounded man_ and providcd 
him with extra comforts; | erectioi 
of a prisoners of war bureau which 
located, through International com- 
mittee in Geneva, each prisoner anu 
provided him with six parcels of 
food clothing and tobacco eve.y 
month; establishment of “on-leave’ 
hostels in England where good, cheap 
beds and ‘meals could be obtained, 
and many other such tasks, 

Ability of Red Cross to functior. 
swiftly and efficiently is indicated 
by the events of early September 
Before Canada had entered a “state 
of war,” the national society had 
cabled $10,000 for the assistance 0: 
the Athenia’s victims, and had ar- 
ranged for medica] and nursing care 
to greet them on their arrival ai 
ports from rescue steaemrs. 

Within 24 hours after Canada had 
entered the war, the national coun- 
cil, with rerresentatives from every 
province, hd assembled in Ottawa 
and, less than 24 hours later had or 
ganized the National War Council 
for the handling of the war emerg¢ 
ency. Part of this set-up included com 
mittes in charge of purchasing an: 
distribution, in charge of transporta 
tion, in charge of war work, and in 
charge of the national campaign fo 
funds, The drive for this began 1. 
Monday. : 

With an objective of $3,000,000. 
the committee wil] seek to finance the 
Yregular peace-time services  whici 
iRed Cross wili maintain, and to un- 
derwrite the costs of the war work 
which already, is underway from 
comet to coast. As the only officia) 
auxiliary of the Army Medical Corps 
in war time, the Red Cross has re- 
ceived lengthy requests for supplics 
needed by the various beneficiaries 
euch as the British Red Cross, the 
French Red Cross, in addition to the 
Army Medical Corps’ own require- 
ments. 

During the past year, a total of 
$161,896 was spent by the Canadiar. 
Red Cross in services to veterans of 
the Great War. The funds were spent 
for assistance in cases of illness, and 
for the provisions of eppliances such 
us spectacles dentures etc, 

During the Great War the people 
of Canada subscribed $9,073,000 for 
the use of the Canadian Red Cross 
Society and donated a further $6,250,- 
000.for the British Red Cross, Mater- 
ials and supplies to a value of ap- 
proximately 20 million dollars were 
also provided by voluntary workers, 

General sickness and relief admin- 
istered by the Red Cross in Canada 
is done largely at the request of mun- 
icipal or provincial authorities. So 
efficient is the work, and so capably 
is it done, that in some instances, as 
in Saskatchewan, the Red Cross is 
the official administrator of sickness 
relief. 

Following the disastrous fire in 
the Rainy River area last year, the 
Canadian Red Cross organized re- 
habilitation of the areas, Farmers 

_ were re-established out of a fund of 
$100,000 specially devoted to the 
problem, and from the 425,000 mem- 
bers of Camada’s Junior Red Cross 
‘came the entire equipment for two 
rebuilt schools, including text books, 
chalk, pens, pencils and erasers, 

Since the outbreak of war, volun- 
teer nurses and doctors who donate 
their time to conducting Red Cross 
home nursing classes have been hard 
Pressed. Mothers anxious to engage 
in war work take home nursing train- 


ing so that they can take turns at’ 


minding several families of children. 
The result has been a threefold in- 
crease in two months in the numbers 
of classes.

SERIOUSLY INJURED 
BY MACHINERY 


While working alone threshing oats 
with a combine on his farm, north of 
town, Friduy, Hnneth McPhee suf- 
fered serious injuries to his legs and 
feet when his clothes became en- 
tangled on @ grease cup on the power 
take off. Mr. McPhee had stepped up 
to shut off the engine when he be- 
came ‘entangled and all his clothes 
were torn off to his shoulders. One 
leg was broken below the knee and a 
foot hurt but not broken, A 
screw driver, which he had in a: breast 
pocket was driven into his leg for an 
inch or two and the handle ground 
to a pulp. Only the fact that his 
clothes were ripped from his body 
saved him from being torn to pieces. 
After the accident Ken managed to 
craw] some 15 feet and then collapsed 
in a snowbank and being unable to 
go any further shouted for help but 
those in the house did not hear him. 
Some 15 minutes later a neighbor, 
Mr, Goff called to get some tools and 
aeard the shouts for help. Blankets 
were secured and with the help of 
other nearby neighbors the injured 
man was taken to the house and Dr. 
Farquharson summoned. Later he wa 
taken to the Belcher hospital in Cal 
gamyl. Latest reports is Kenneth, is do- 
ing as well as can be expected.

Need of keeping Alberta highway: 
clear of snow this winter has been 
emphasized by officials of the Alber 
ta Motor Association. Official word 
from provincial government source: 
is that it is the intention to take 
every measure possible to keep the 
roads clear, At points where such 
are found necessary, snow fences or 
other protective constructions will 
be provided. Purchase of more snow 
clearing equipment has been com- 
pleted by the provincia] authorities. 
The latest additions are two heavy 
trucks with plows, estimated to cost 
$12,000. The new equipment will 
be used to augument two rotary plows 
which were purchssed in 1938, one 
of which is located at Calgary and the 
other at Edmonton. During this sea- 
son snow plow equipment has already 
been in action. ‘With an increased 
number of cars in operation, due to 
the license year ending on March 31 
next, instead of Dec, 31 there is a 
greater demand on the provincial 
authorities to keep the roads open. 
Municipal authorities also are report- 
ed to be giving their attention to 
snow clearing problems as they are 
anxious to see that normal traffic 
conditions will be maintained through 
out the winter, as far as is reasonably 
possible,

During the last year, members of 
the Junior Red Crpss in the schools 
of Canada contributed penmies from 
which $26,124 was used for the ‘hos- 
pitalization of handicapped children, 
mostly for orthopedic cases.

DIED ON SUNDAY 


The death of Duncan McBean Sun- 
day morning, after a short illness, 
removed another of the districts’ real 
old timers having been a resident of 
the district for the past 483 years. Mr. 
McBean will be much missed by any 
organization that he had anything to 
do with. 

Mr, McBean was born in Glenco, 
Ontario 69 years ago, He moved to 
Clearwater, Manitoba in 1888 and 
joined the C.P.R, the same year, He 
was employied first as a wiper and 
later as fireman. In 1896 he came to 
Crowfoot where he was pumpman and 
stationary engineer. In 1902 he was 
transferred to Stobart and operated 
ue pump house there until 1910 when 
he retired from railway owing to in- 
juries he had received some years be- 
fore, and went farming north west 
of Stobart. 

Some y2ars ago he was a councillor 
of the Blackfoot Municipality; he was 
a member of the United Church; was 
vast master of the local Masonic 
Lodige; president of the Gleichen 
Old Timers’ Association, and a pasi 
sorthy patron of the-local branch oi 
he Wastern Star lodge. 

Surviving are ‘his widow; four 
laughters, Mrs. E. Thompson, Cal- 
gary, May amd Myrtle at home; 
ars. Floyd Paige of Alix; four 
tons, James, Namaka; John New 
Jayton; George, Stobart and Arthur 
Yew Westminster, B. C. Two son: 
‘oy and Duncan predeceased him.

THE CAREFUL DRIVER 


Did you ever figure out how far 
you have to drive to pass another car 
that is travelling 80 miles an hour? 
Assuming your speed is 40 miles an 
hour, and allowing safe distances for 
turning out and coming back into 
your own lame, you must travel 609 
feet while the vehicle you are passing 
goes 450 feet, This is equivalent to 
passing a stationary line of 18 trucks 
each 25 feet long, standing bumper 
to bumper. If the vehicle you want 
to pass is travelling 40 miles an hour" 
arid you pass it at 50 miles an hour, 
these distances are even greater. At 
those spizeds you must travel 750 
feet while the other car goes 600 
feet. In other words, it is equal to 
passing a stationary line of 38 ever- 
age automobiles or 15 tractor traile: 
units, each 40 feet long. Thiese facts 
point clearly to the necessity of 
knowing that there are no oncoming 
cars for a long distance ahead, They 
should also convince us of thie extreme 
folly; of trying to pass an automobile 
or another truck on a hill or on a 
curve where vision is obstructed,

It 
really makes a soldier feel good to 
get ai buck or two after has been 
broke for a few days. Most necessi- 
ties can be bought in the canteens so 
An express 
money order is the handiest way to 
send money because it will be cashed 
anywhere while most post office ord- 
ers must be taken to a post office. 


Was the Versailles treaty such a 
terrible injustice after all? We hear 
so much about it being a crime from 
pro-Nazis that we begin to think that 
we should apoligize to Germany for 
winning the war, No German pro- 
perty was damaged and the whole ex- 
peditionary force can prove that the 
German, soldiers sacked and ’ 
almost everywhere they went, ‘Some 
of her alleged. atrocities cannot be 
proved but among those of which 
there was no doubt was her treat- 
ment of prisoners of war while her 
prisoners in England were traeted 
as well or better than the British sol- 
diers, After the bragging Germany 
did about what she would do when 
she won and how she would enslave 
the colonies, run the British Empire 
and France with Germans and make 
everyone pay, the treaty was no 
more than could be expected and if 
the terms regarding German dis- 
armament had been enforced that 
nation would be peaceful today. The 
war lords wouldd have been stopped 
before they had a chance to orer-run 
Chzeckoslovakia, Austria and Po- 
land. Millions of peace loving Ger- 
mans could then have lived out their 
lives in comfort.

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- Why Canada Fights : 


Canada has allied herself with Great Britain and France in the fight 
to crush Hitlerism and all that Hitlerism stands for, in the hope that as 
an outcome of the conflict peace and security for all nations may be guar- 
anteed for a long time to come, 

The foregoing in a general way sums up the average Canadian’s reply. 
to the question: ‘‘Why are we in this war?” 

The reply may sum up the reasons in a very general way, but it is 
essential that Canadians understand specifically and remind themselves 
constantly of the reason for the necessity of crushing Hitlerism and this 
can best be done by a careful and analytical review of the events of the 
past six years in Europe and Hitler’s record of broken promises, 

This has been very ably set forth by the London Times and reprinted 
in pamphlet form under the title: “The Grammar of Aggression”, in calen- 
dar form. A summary of excerpts of speeches made by Herr Hitler as 
Chancellor of the German Reich, combined with his various’ acts of aggres- 
sion during the period under review constitgte an indictment so clear that 
one can readily understand why war was inevitable. 

Submitted in brief form the following extracts from Hitler’s speeches 
and his contrasting actions tell a story which cannot be controverted: 

Berlin, Feb. 10, 1933—The first and best point of the Government’s pro- 
gramme is that we won't lie and we won’t swindle. 

Berlin, May 17, 19383—The German people have no thought of invad- 
ing any country. 

Oct. 14, 19383—Germany left the League of Nations. 

Berlin, Oct. 24, 1933—There are Germans and Poles in Europe, and they 
ought to live together in agreement. The Poles cannot think of Europe 
without the Germans and the Germans cannot think of Europe without the 
Poles. 


Berlin, Nov. 10, 1933—When has the German people ever broken its 
word?

The Rights Of Others 

Berlin, Jan, 18, 1934.—The assertion that the German Reich plans to 
coerce the Austrian State is absurd and cannot be substantiated or proved. 

. The assertion of the Austrian Government that from the side of the 
Reich an attack would be undertaken or planned I must emphatically re- 
ject. .. ..The German Reich is always ready to hold out a hand for the 
free will of Austrian Germans, ... After the Saar question has been set- 
tled the German Government is ready to accept not only the letter but 
the spirit of the Locarno pact. 

March 16, 1935--Germany announced conscription. 

Berlin, May 21, 1935—Both we National-Socialists and the Bolshevists 
@re convinced that there is a gulf between us which can never be bridged. 

. . So far as ever this Bolshevism draws Germany into its clutches we are 
the deadliest and most fanatical enemies. . . . Germany neither intends nor 
wishes to interfere in the internal affairs of Austria, or to annex Austria, 
or to conclude an Anschluss. 

March 7, 1936—-Germany reoccupied the Rhineland and denounced 
Locarno. 

Berlin, March 7, 1936—After three years I believe that I can regard 
the struggle for German equality as concluded to-day, I believe, moreover, 
that thereby the first and foremost reason for our withdrawal from Euro- 
pean collective collaboration has ceased to exist. We have no territorial de- 
mands to make in Europe. | 

Nuremberg, Sept. 13, 1936—We see in Bolshevism a bestial, mad doc- 
trine. which is a threat to us, .. These are two worlds. In Bolshevist Russia 
there is devastation, grim murder and ruin. Here is laughter, happiness 
and beauty. 

Berlin, Jan. 30, 1937—The period of so-called surprises is now over. 

Berlin, Feb. 20, 19838—The Polish State respects the national conditions 
in this country, and Danzig and Germany respect Polish rights. Thus it 

‘Jnas been possible to find the way to an understanding which, emanating 
from Danzig, in spite of the assertions of many’ mischief makers, has suc- 
ceéded in removing all friction between Germany and Poland, and made it 
possible to work together in true amity.

*“ March .11, 1988—Germany invaded Austria, 

Berlin, Sept. 26, 1938—The Sudetenland is the last territorial claim 
which I have to make in Europe. ...I have assured Mr. Chamberlain, and 
I emphasize it now, that when this problem is solved Germany has no more 
territorial problems in Europe. I have further assured him that at the 
moment when Czecho-Slovakia has solved its other problems—that is, 
when the Czechs shall have come to an understanding with their other 
minorities—I shall not be interested in the Czech State any more, and that, 
so far as I am concerned, I can guarantee it. 

Berchtesgaden, Jan. 1, 1939—-In general we have but one wish—that 
in the coming year we may be able to make our contribution to this general 
pacification of the whole world. 

Berlin, Jan. 30, 1989—-Only the war mongers think there will be a war. 
I think there will be a long period of peace. 

March 15, 1939—Germany seized Czecho-Slovakia., 

March 21, 1939—Germany annexed Memel. 

Berlin, April 28, 1939—-The Czech nation, with the sum total of its 
skill and ability, its industry, its diligence, its love of its native soil and of 
Its own national heritage, deserves our respect. ... That which the best and 
. ‘wisest Czechs have struggled for decades to attain is, as a matter of course, 

granted to this people in the National-Socialist German Reich—namely, the 
right to their own nationality and the right to foster this. nationality and 
. to revive it. 
i Aug. 21, 1989—Germany signed a pact with: Russia, 
Sept. 1, 1939—German invaded Poland, 
Berlin, Sept. 1, 1939—I will not war against women and children, I 
have ordered my air force to restrict itself to attacks on military objectives, 
The bombing of Polish open towns began on the first day of the war.

"Shopping Is Difficult 


Permit Is Required For Purchase Of 
Clothing In Germany 

If you were in Germany-at-war and 
wanted to buy a pair of socks, don't 
think you could simply enter a men’s 
furnishing store and buy socks at 
a@ price and color suited to your 
needs. 

If you, milady, felt you needed an 
extra pair of “undies”, don’t think 
the saleslady at a dry goods store 
would serve you without further ado. 

In either case you would be asked 
“Where is your “bezugschein’? 
has become a magic word, 

It is a certificate entitling the 
holder to buy a stated article and 
sometimes it is hard to persuade a 
hard-boiled official that one needs 
new socks or underwear. 

All over the country and in every 
city at numerous places, there are 
“war economy offices.” If the 
Officials can be persuaded of the ab- 
solute need of the article in question, 
he will issue a “bezugschein’” or 
authority to buy, which is taken up 
by the shopkeeper where the pur- 
chase is made. 

So long as @ man can call two 
pairs of socks his own, he must do 
some tall explaining before he is 
given permission to purchase still 
another pair. 

Owners of restaurants are also 
frequent visitors to the local or dis- 
trict war economy office. They must 
be able to demonstrate that, despite 
unusual care, the—wear and tear of 
their serviettes and table clothes 
has been such that replacement is 
essential for keeping up the good 
name of the establishment. 

Hospitals are in a preferrel class. 
The authorities realize that in war- 
time it is more essential than ever 
that utmost cleanliness prevail. 
Hence hospitals find no difficulty in 
obtaining “bezugschen’’ for all the 
textiles of various kinds they may 
need.

Under New Technique 


Student Pilots Training For R.A.F. 


Are More Confident: 
Guy E. Rhoades, Canadian Press 
Staff writer, says: There is a new 


technique in training student pilots | 


for the Royal Air Force and it has 
cut down casualties almost to the 
vanishing point. 

Squadron Leader P. Broad, who 
commands an advance squadron out- 
lines it like this: 

First the recruit tearns to fly a 
light airplane, the sort that hundreds 
of Canadians have learned to fly at 
clubs during the last 10 years. Then 
he goes to a school combining inter- 
mediate and advanced instruction. 
The machines he must handle there 
are much heavier, faster and more 
powerful than anything he has flown 
before, and they land at a much 
higher speed and have many more 
instruments to worry him. 

The instructor sends the pupil out 
on the field and lets him play around 
for a day with a grounded plane, an- 
swering his questions and convinc- 


ing him that the new job is not much | 


different from the one he learned in. 
He stresses that flying it will be 
easy. 

Next day the pupil gets a few 
short dual-control hops in the fast 
machine, with an instructor sitting 
by him in case he makes a bad mis- 
take. 

The instructor reiterates that it is 
easy and tells the. student to take 
off. He does not take off for him, 
even once, or touch the controls un- 


less his charge is about to crash. | 


Usually half an hour of that sort of 
thing is enough to convince the stud- 


ent he can take the machine up by | 


himself with complete confidence, 

Once he has done’that half-hour or 
so and his first solo on the new ma- 
chine, he is ready to start with the 
other complications of his training, 
keeping course for his photographer 
or bomber or gunner and sticking to 
his formation. 

Squadron Leader Broad says: “The 
reason there used to be so many 
casualties among young pilots was 
that flying was supposed to be diffi- 
cult and dangerous.

The productive capacity of Bri-| 
tain’s £250,000,000 gas industry has | 
now reached an increase of 50 per |

"In all parts of the country gas 
undertakings are better equipped 
than ever before to meet the de-| 
mands now being made upon them,” 
said an expert of the British Gas 
Association. 

“Because of its extreme flexibility 
—4,000 different trades use it for an 
average of seven processes apiece— 


the production of armaments where 


accurate temperature control is 
essential, 
“Equally important is the fact 


that in the carbonization of coal to} 
make gas, chemists win as by-pro- 
ducts many essential ‘sinews of war’. | 
Among these are TNT, lyddite and| 
other high explosive; benzole motor | 
spirit; sulphate of ammonia, a| 
powerful fertilizer; and many drugs 
and antiseptics.

90-Year-Old Veteran Of The Wolse- 
ley Expedition Visits Fort Garry 
Silas Alexander Ramsay, 90-year- 
old veteran of the Wo'seley expedi- 
tion which came to Fort Garry in 
1870 to quell the Riel Rebellion of

sudden,” he said. 

Ramsay believes, that, with the 
possible exception of Jack Kerr of 
Ottawa, he is the only survivor of 
the 1,200 men who came west with 
General Wolseley. 

‘I’m afraid he may~be_ gone, 
though,” the aged warrior said of 
Kerr. “I haven’t heard from him for 
a year and a half.” 

“The 1,200 of us came in 104 
boats,” Ramsay said in recalling the 
trip from eastern Canada, “We were 


months on the way. When we land- | 


ed on Aug. 24, Riel had skinned out 
and there wasn’t much to do. 


“However, we lived in Fort Garry | 


for the winter. In the spring we 
could take out discharges if we 
wished.” 

Ramsay returned to Toronto after 
the trip out west, but came back in 
1885 to help suppress the insurrec- 
tion which Louis Riel instigated in 
Saskatchewan. 

“T carried despatches in the second 
Riel rebellion, riding 50 and 60 miles 
a day,” he said. 


The Newest Product 


Basic Constituents Of Nylon Are 
Coal, Water And Air 


Rayon and cellophane are two new | 


products that the public have be- 
come familiar with during the last 
few years, and one which they are 
likely to get to know better in the 
near future is Nylon. 

Nylon has been produced in the 
laboratories of the Du Pont Com- 
pany at Wilmington, Delaware. Du 
Ponts are’ a great chemical firm and 
their name is chiefly associated with 
explosives, but they make a large 
variety of other commercial pro- 
ducts. Nylon’s basic constituents are 
coal, water and air. It is a fibrous 
textile and so far as chiefly been 
used for ladies’ stockings and hair 
brushes. The stockings are said to 
be very beautiful, have a lovely sheen 
and give long wear without “runs.” 
The stockings are now on the mar- 
ket, but sale is confined to stores in 
Wilmington pending tests. 

Factories had to be revamped 
when rayon supplanted other stock- 
ing fabrics, and it may be that they 
will have to be revamped again if 
Nylon is the success it is hoped. 
Such is the way of progress, Manu- 
facturers frequently have to ecrap 
machinery and buy another kind to 
keep abreast and maintain sales.

Noted British Painter Dead 


Sigismund Goetze Exhibited At Royal 
Academy When Quite Young 

Sigismund Christian Goetze, Bri- 
tish painter, died at his London home, 
on his 73rd birthday. 

Goetze, who painted large canvas 
panel pictures at the British Foreign 
Office, complained at a banquet three 
years ago that the “artificiality” of 
modern women was a handicap to 
art. 

“We poor moderns,” he said, “have 
to seek inspiration from shorn locks, 
plucked eyebrows, painted lips and 
bloody fingernails.” 

Noted for his portraits of well- 
known persons, his landscapes and 
paintings of religious subjects, 
Goetze first exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1882 at the age of 22.

THE WORLD OF 
WHEAT

An appeal for funds for the Can- 
adian Red Cross is now being made 
throughout Canada, 

During the last war numbers of 
Canadian and Allied soldiers were 
taken prisoner, and mamy, of them 
are alive today only because “prison- 
ers’ parcels” supplemented the 
meagre rations of the prison camps. 
Hundreds of thousands of our sol- 
diers, war-weary, shell-shocked, gass- 
ed, wounded and shattered in battle, 
were better able to endure their suf- 
ferings because of the extra “com- 
forts” they received, Untold num- 
bers of old men, and women and 
children refugees from or living in, 
enemy occupied areas, found a few 
necessities given them the only bright 
spot in their sad and dreary lives. 

These prisoners parcels, these com- 
forts and necessities, were provided 
by the Red Cross; and large supplies 
of all these same good things will 
be needed during the present war, 

Each one of us has the high privil- 
ege of being able to assist this splen- 
did Red Cross work by responding 
generously to the ‘appeal for funds. 
Some can donate cash, while others 
perhaps can better give grain, butter 
or eggs. Whatever each gives will 
bring} comfort and cheer to our sol- 
diers, who under shell-fire and in 
frontline trenches, are steadfastly 
and gallantly defending our precious 
freedom, . 


WARS AND EPIDEMICS 


It is said that the Persians under 
Xerxes were defeated in their  in- 
vasion of Greece by plague and 
dysentry. In all the wars from that 
time to the war 1914-1918 disease 
was as deadly a foe as the munitions 
of the enemy. 

In a recent American book on 
“Disease in Military Campaigns,” 
Lieut.-Col, Nelson Mercer gays that 
the United States losses in the last 
war were 58,119 from disease and 


50,385 were killed or died from 
wounds, A large percentage was 
from the influenza epidemic of 


1918. By that time, typhoid had been 
brought under‘ control and there were 
only 2,200 cases among more than 
4,000,000 soldiers and there were only 
200 deaths. 


During the Spanish American War 
typhoid caused 20,804 cases and 2,- 
188 deaths. That war in which 379 
men died in battle, was responsible 
for 4,795 deaths from disease, most 
of the troops never reaching Cuba. 

Similar stories of epidemics have 
come down from previous wars. In 
1741, because of a typhus epidemic 
among the Austrian defenders of 
Prague, the French were able tc cap- 
ture that city, Later Napoleon had to 
retreat from Moscow because of 
typhoid, typhus and pneumonia. 

In the United States war with Mex- 
ico in 1846-47 of 100,000 American 
soldiers only 1,548 were killed or 
died of wounds, while 10,986 died of 
typhoid, dysentry, smallpox, malaria 
or tropical diseases, In the Civil"Wa1 
the Union Army lost approximately 
200,000 men by disease ani 112,000 
men from wounds.—Health League of 
Canada.
